SROTION 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of any ~:f~~~r

necessary for the support of the Iowa Weather and Orop Ser-
vice' the sam~ to be drawn and expended in manner provided 
by ~apter 29 of the laws of tile 23d General Assembly creating 
said service.

AN ACT to provide for the printing and distribution of the .. Iowa s. F. Mf. 
Official Repter." 

Bs it snactsd by tM General .Aa8emJJly of the State oj [(YIJJ(J.' 

• SBOTION 1. That the secretary of state is hereby authorized 
and directed to compile and ~ublish annually, ten thousand 
copies of the "Iowa Official Register," to contain historical, 
political, and other statistics and facts, of generjal value, but 
nothing of a partisan character.

SBO. 2. The distribution for the year 1893 shall be as fol­
lows: To members of the Twenty-fourth General Assembly, 
forty copies each; the balance to be distributed to the news­
papers of the state, to county and school officers, school 
pnncipals, public libraries, colle~s, seminaries. and state 
Institutions, and other citizens or Institutions, either private 
or public, at the discretion of the secretary of state. After 
181J3, the distribution shall be made as above, except as to the 
members of the General Assembly, which shall be to the 
members last elected. • 

SBO. 3. The cost of said printing and binding shall not, in 
any case, exceed the lea-aJ. rate for like printing and binding 
as established by law, and the bill for the same shall be 
audited by the secretary of state and approved by the execu­
tive council.

OHAPTER 65. 

IOWA. SCBOOL FOB THE DBAF. 

AN ACT to change the name of t.he Iowa lnatitution for the education 
of the deaf and dumb to Iowa School for the Deaf. 

Be it eno.cted 1¥g the 06'lU1l'OJ .A88enWly of the Beau of IOOJa: 
SBOTION 1. The Iowa institution for the education of the 

deaf and dumb, located at Oouncil Bluffs Iowa, shall here­
after be known as " The Iowa School for the Deaf" and that 
the trustees of said institution shall be known as the board of 
trustees of the Iowa School for the Deaf. 

SBO. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the pro-
visions of this act are hereby repealed. -

SBO. 3. This act being deemed of immediate importance 
shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the Iowa State Re~ter and Dos Moines Leader newspapers 
published in Des M"Ines, Iowa.
